DA V.NC’S WHEELBARROW 

Leonardo do Vinci born in 1452, 
the illegitimate son of q Florentine 
lawyer is considered by many to 
to have been the most universal geniua 
the world has ever produced. His 
activities embraced all the fields of 
art and science in his day, 

While he is best known as_ the 
painter of Mona lisla and The Last 
Supper, he was also accomplished be- 
yond his contemporaries as sculptor, 
musician, military engineer, astro- 
nomer, botanist, anatomist, geologist 
and what not, 

But great as were his contribu- 
tions to art and science, the most 
lasting benefits which he conferred 
upon mankind were probably in the 
line of: mechanical invention,  al- 
though many of his conceptions were 
not developed practically until cen- 
turies later. It is said that he invent- 
da flying machine which would 

been a success with a modern 
motor for which the world had to 
wait another 400 years. 

One of his inventions was the 
wheelbarrow, whcih, simple as it ap- 
Pears to us has been one of the 
greatest labor-savers ever devised 


It seems strange to us that 
so many centuries elapsed between 
the invention of the whee] and that 
of the wheel barrow. 

That da Vinci was the first to hit 
upon this humble but most useful 
means of transportation is added 
proof of his genius. 


EXPERIMENTAL FARM NOTES 


Possibilities of tree fruits and small 
fruits in Southern Alberta, 

For many years the Experimental 
Station at Lethbridge bias been con- 
ducting variety tests with tree fruits 
and smal] fruits. The results of this 
work are rather encouraging in many 
respects, 

Tree fruits are those fruits which 
are produced on upright wocdy 
branches or stems, (Without excep- 
tion, these plants are tree like and 
those tested include crabapples, apples 
pears, cherries, apricots, and plums. 
The smal] fruits are also referred to 
as bush fruits because of their bush 
like growtty habits, and in many 
instances the fruit which is small in 
size is produced on herbacious or soft 
weed which is only productive for a 
very short period; these include 
raspberries, strawberries, currents, 
gooseberies, and grapes. 

Through the years the tree fruits 
have been narrowed down tuntil at 
the present time only certain crab- 
apples, large apples, and plum, and 
plum cherry hybrids are dependable, 
Within the apple group the number 
of suitable varieties has been re- 


disease, fire blight. The plums at 
best are erratic producers due to 
their habit of breaking dormancy in 
February because of warm tempera- 
tures caused by chinook winds and 
thus during many years the fruit 
buds are frozen by low temperatures 
in late February or March. That is 
also the reason why apricots refuse 
to do well here, Many of the crab- 
apples, though early, were eliminated 
due to their susceptibility to fire 
blight. Summing up the results with 
fruits, it is felt that they are not re- 
liable enough bearers for commercial 
production except perhaps some crab- 
apples, but for the back yard there 
are many good, hardy, diseaese- 
resisting varieties which would en- 
hance the livlihood of those possessing 
them, 

As with tree fruits some of the 
small fruits are not to reliable. As 
an example, currents will yield well 
enough but become badly infested 
with fruit fly larva, Also some of 
the currents are secondary hosts to 
a serious evergreen tree disease. The 
goosberries are seemingly not hardy 
enough and eventually die out. The 
good smal] fruits are raspberries and 
strawberries; they perform wel] and 
are trouble free. [Their possibilities 
for commercial production under ir- 
rigation are very good, With proper 
selection of varieties and good cul- 
tural practices they become profitable 
cash crops for this country.

~ Juvenile Delinquency 


THE SUBJECT OF JUVENILE DELINQUENCY has received consid- 
erable attention during the past few years and has come to be regarded as 
one of the most serious social problems of the day. However, statistics in- 
dicate that in spite of the fact that a great deal is heard regarding this 
subject, the rate of juvenile crime in Canada is decreasing. It was recog- 
nized that the war was responsible for many cases and figures show that 
in 1942 an all-time high was reached in juvenile crime here, when there 
were 11,758 major and minor convictions, At that time the absence from 
home of many fathers who were serving in the armed forces, and of moth- 
ers who worked in munition plants or in industries, contributed extensively 


to the high rate of juvenile crime. 
* * * * * 


Since the war the housing shortage has caused many 
families fo live under abnormal conditions and this 
H has been a cause of many of the cases which have 
Crime Rates arisen with children and youths who have broken the 
law. However, a number of factors have been working to bring about a 
decrease in juvenile delinquency throughout the country. The end of the 
war marked the resumption of normal living in many families and thus 
removed one cause of delinquency. In addition, communities throughout 
the country have provided facilities for recreation, parent education classes, 
psyeMiatric services and other projects planned to better conditions for 
children and young people. In several of the provinces the governments 
have enacted additional laws for the protection of youth, 
s * * * * 
¢ Another factor which is known to have contributed a 
Help Given great deal to the lessening of juvenile crime is the 
By Police sympathetic attitude given to this problem by the po- 
lice. In many districts constables are appointed to deal 
especially with this work and much credit is given to the “police and 
youth” programme introduced by the Royal Canadian Mounted Police and 
taken up by municipal and civic police in many communities, This pro- 
gramme intludes, lectures on the work of the police, and on citizenship, 
given in schools and before groups of children and young peoply. The police 
also participate in games, form athletic clubs for juveniles and visit Boys’ 
Industrial Homes, in the course of this work. Undoubtedly the home is the 
most important influence in a child’s life and it is there that they should 
earn respect for the law and the principles of good citizenship. For chil- 
iren who have been brought up with the proper attitude to these matters, 
che instruction given by the police in schools and elsewhere further em- 
ohasizes the things which they have been taught, while for children who 
have not the adyantages of good homes, the work done by the police is 
most valuable. The enlightened approach to most problems is through 
prevention, and great credit is due to the R.C.M.P., and the members of 
other forces throughout the country who are effectively helping to prevent 
juvenile delinquency at this time.

WINNIPEG.—Water moved slight- 
ly faster through the . Assiniboine 
river this September, Its rate of 
flow was estimated officially at 105 
per cent. of normal in a review of 
the water resources of Canada and 
the United States. 

The Assiniboine’s rate of flow also 
was slightly ahead of the average for 
22 representative Canadian rivers 
which were 101 per cent. 

This information was included in 
a review. issued by the dominion wa- 
ter and power bureau of the depart- 
ment of mines and resources and the 
United States department of the in- 
terior geologic survey.

By day, the device resembles a 
somewhat bulkier edition of an ordi- 
nary licence plate. By night, it is 
illuminated with the red light at the 
rear, and a white light at the front. 

“Renewal plates” showing year is- 
sued, are separate and removable, 
and could be of any distinctive de- 
sign or color.

Unless something very unexpected 
comes up, the Dominion government 
will soon own the assets of the Can- 
ada Land and Irrigation Company, 
The two and a quarter million price 
is a long way from the #13 million 
that the British investors put into 
the scheme, but after careful investi- 
gation it seems to be a fair price 
fon what the company possessed, 

It is hard to realize the many hur- 
dies that had to be overcome in mak- 
ing such a deal. Some of  the- 
problems right at the very end were: 
How is the Land Company organ- 
ized? Do the articles of incorlpora- 
tion allow thi directors to sell? Can 
the shareholders come back and claim 
the property? In view of the devalu- 
ation of the pound, what adjustment 
must be made? Is the sale legal? 
Does the agreement give the Do- 
minion the equity the province may 
have in land liable to be sold for 
taxes? These are some of the easy 
ones, 

Some others are: Is the policy 
right? Has a Similar purchase ever 
been made by the Dominion?

Soil Fertility Losses 

A great deal is being said and 
written regarding the tremendous 
soil losses caused y wind and water 
erosion in Western Canada. Erosion 
indeed is the greatest problem facing 
farmers in the Prairie provinces at 
the haa time. However, there is 
another important source of soil 
loss or depletion which receives 
far too little attention from most 
western farmers. We refer to the 
annual drain of nutrients from the 
soil through the growing and export- 
ing of farm crops, particularly cereal 
crops. . 

Plant Food Removed. The 1948 
roduction of wheat, oats and bar- 
ley in Western Canada totalled 
roughly 416,000,000 bushels. These 
crops removed some 200,000 tons 
of nitrogen, 95,000 tons of phos- 
phorous, and 47,000 tons of potash 
from ~our prairie soils. What is 
being done to replace the enormous 
quantities of plant nutrients that 
are taken each crop year from the 
soils of Western Canada? 

Plant Food Returned. A reason- 
ably close estimate of the commer- 
cial fertilizers used in the Prairie 
Provinces in 1948 show that only 
6,800 tons of nitrogen, 22,500 tons 
of phosphorous, and 18 tons of 

tash were returned to the soil.
